Alimited Exportation of Wool will be of great advantage to His Majeſty, who for want of it, loſes one third 
part inevery Land Tax granted to him, beſides the Cuſtoms of Wool Exported': to which ſome have anſwered, the 
King will loſe more in his Cuſtoms.on. Cloth Exported, and materials for Cloathing imported, then he will get if Wool 
be-Exported , which cannot be {o, unleſs they can prove a part more then the whole ; for the Cuſtom of Wool Ex- 
ported {-which otherwiſe would rot at home) added to the Cuſtom of Cloath, and materials for Cloathing, muſt be 
greater then the Cuſtoms of:Cloth and Materials only.: now thoſe who will-buy our Wool Exported, itis well-known 
will buy little or none of our Cloth, though we ſhould ſell them no Wool : ſo that the only advantage we give them, is 
to wear finer Cloth of thei 'owrkfakink; .whotormerly were contented with coufer..
